Tobacco and Hard Times. 

Now-a-days how often do we hear people 
complaining of hard times! They are poor, 
they find it hard to provide for their daily 
wants; they have nothing to give to the 
cause of God, And yet how much of this 
want and destitution arise from their own 
bad habits. Just read the following para- 
graph ?—A merchant of New York, lately on 
a visiting and colle cting tour in Illinois, was 
disgusted and shocked at the enormous to- 
bacco chewing and smoking, which he day 
by day witnessed. It seemed tohim a prac- 
tice almost universally indulged in by young 
and old, in every rank and condition in life. 
One day this same merchant, while travelling 
from one place to another, on a railroad re- 
solved to tind out how many persons in the 
car in which he was seated, used the filthy 
weed. ‘There were twenty-two and two wo- 
men present, and eightcen men of the num- 
ber admitted that they used tobacco, at a 
cost, in an aggregate $387 per annum. Each 
man made his own individual estimate, which 
was given and put down in a memorandum- 
book, and the total footing was as we have 
stated. Now this would be an average of 
about $17 per individual. That would be 
too high an average estimate, of course, for 
the whole population of the State.

Compared with 
ordinary eogl gas, this artificial gas is found 
to contain nearly one-half less oxide of car- 
bon, and twice as much bi-carburetted hy- 
drogen ; its intrinsic value is therefore twice 
as great. Besides, its composition proves that 
itisa very permanent mixture or eembina- 
tion, which remains intact for any distance 
itmay be conducted, After being kept for 
five months in gasometers it exhibited no 
change and left no deposit, A generator ca- 
pable of furnishing in four hours the gas ne- 
cessary to lighta city of 30,000 sduls, and 
3,000 burners, is now in course of construc- 
tion, so that its practical utility will soon be 
fairly tested. ‘The entire absence of sulphu- 
retted hydrogen in this gas is not the least of 
recommendations to careful trial. — VAo-

Since the Bucancers of the 17th century pil- 


laged Panama and Vera-Cruz and took pos-
